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DETAILED ACTION 
Request for Continued Examination. 

The request filed on 7/1 1/2003 for a Continued Examination Application (RCE) under 
37 CFR 1.114 based on parent Application No. 09/996657 is acceptable and an RCE has been 
established. An action on the RCE follows. 

Claims 17-26 are pending. 

Election/Restrictions 
Applicants have not amended the claims to the elected group IV as given in paper # 6. 
The restriction states that Rl is H or OH, but applicants Rl still includes other definition! 
in paper # 8 examiner had mistaken concluded that the claims had been amended to the elected 
group. 

The rejection of claims 17 and 23 under 35 USC 112 has been withdrawn since applicants have 
amended the claims to delete the indefinite term about. 

The rejection of claims 17, 19, 22-25 under 35 USC 102 has been withdrawn since applicants 
have deleted the term " about" for the definition of a and b . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claim 17-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with 
the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant 
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art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed 
invention. Applicants claim R6 to be an aromatic or carbocyclic ring which may be substituted 
or unsubstituted. 

There is no definition of what these groups can be. 

The specification provides some examples with R6 being a hetero group and only 
phenyl as the aromatic group, the only substitutents given are the methoxy groups. 
Also there is no definition of the R12 R13 substitutents. 

This certainly does not describe any and all substitutents and aromatic or carbocylic 

groups. 

Drugs work on specific sites and all similar drugs also may not behave in the same 

way. The mechanism is highly unpredictable and applicants have not provided any 
guidance as to what these substitutents and or groups can be. 

This would require and undue amount of experimentation to use applicants invention.! 

In re Wands , 858 F. 2d 731,737,8 USPQ2d 1400, 1404 (Fed. Cir. 1988). Ex Parte 
Forman, 230 USPQ 546 (Bd of App. 1986).
